EDITORIAL 


FICTION IN THE U.S. 


WE NEED A NOVELIST TO RE-CREATE AMERICAN VALUES INSTEAD OF WALLOWING IN THE LITERARY SLUMS 


“Nobody would dream of writing a novel 
about a Republican any more,” says Samuel 
Grafton, columnist for the New York Post. 
Well, Republicans, even though they consti- 
tute rather more than half the current popula- 
tion outside of the no-longer-too-solid South, 
may not be the most exciting people in the 
world. But this peculiar one-sidedness of our 
novelists, if it actually exists, raises an interest- 
ing question: just what is the American fiction 
writer's idea of valid fictional character? And 
if the novelist insists on limiting his investiga- 
tion to Democrats, just what kind of Demo- 
crats does he pick? After all the Democrats, 
even as the Republicans, vary a good deal—all 
the way, say, from Mr. Bernard Baruch to Boss 
Frank Hague’s toughest henchmen. 

The answers to our questions, according to 
the Sunday best-seller lists, are none too reas- 
suring. For the runaway leader of the fictional 
parade is Norman Mailer’s 721-page GI story, 
The Naked and the Dead. As fiction this volu- 
minous compendium of eloquent GI bitching 
and profanity is undeniably powerful. Part of 
Mr. Mailer’s multiple-pronged purpose is to cre- 
ate an overmastering impression of the bore- 
dom, the acute discomfort, the emotional arid- 
ity and the sodden ugliness of the foot soldier's 
life in the jungles of the South Pacific. 


Ugly, Arid America 


But the more devastating point made by The 
Naked and the Dead is that the life back home in 
America which shaped and nourished Mr. Mail- 
er’s Gls is just as ugly, arid, boring and uncom- 
fortable as a jungle campaign to mop up a partic- 
ularly nasty little island in the tropics. There is 
a deep affinity between the island of Anopopei 
and the South Boston of Mr. Mailer’s Galla- 
gher, or the Chicago-and-Harvard of Mr. Mail- 
er’s Lieutenant Hearn, or the hobo jungles and 
sordid rooming houses of Mr. Mailer’s Red 
Valsen, or the Texas plains of Mr. Mailer’s 
Croft, or the military schools of Mr. Mailer’s 
General Cummings or the Deep South of Mr. 
Mailer’s Wilson. Both Anopopei and Mr. Mail- 
er’s stateside U.S. teem with riotous, essentially 
meaningless life. But does Mr. Mailer really 
mean that life is meaningless? What he seems 
to tell us is that such purposes as marrying and 
procreating and raising a family or mastering 
an art or a profession or building a business or 
beating the Japs are without value to anybody 
now living. 

But is America like this and was our par- 
ticipation in World War II nothing more than 
an absurd conditioned reflex? If we look to oth- 
er fiction writers for evidence, the answers are 
not very comforting, but they allow for at least 
a few stray gleams of hope. The hero of Thomas 
Heggen's Mister Roberts has his dignity, and Mr. 
Heggen’s subsidiary characters have humor. A 
few of the GIs in John Horne Burns’s The Gal- 
lery are capable of pity and affection. The pro- 
tagonist of David Davidson’s The Steeper Cliff 
gropes toward a standard of heroism that was 
clearly beyond him as a child or adolescent. 
These are the good points that offset the disil- 
lusion that is now running like a tidal rip 
through the fiction of World War II. Certain 
of the GIs seem to be saying that if the peace is 
a flop, at least the idea of the war was worthy of 
allegiance. The World War I vets who derisive- 
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ly attacked both the motives and results of the 
crusade to “make the world safe for democ- 
racy” did not grant as much. 

From another angle, however, the 1948 disil- 
lusion is more disturbing than the 1920 prod- 
uct. The post-World War I iconoclasts got a 
savage joy in their image-breaking. And many 
of them believed in the possibility of human 
brotherhood, even though they never discov- 
ered the political or social ways to achieve it. 
The Hemingway generation wallowed in self- 
pity, where the Burns-Heggen-Davidson gen- 
eration at least retains a respect for its own mo- 
tives, But the Hemingway generation had an 
animal vitality that the apathetic Gls lack. 


Bosom vs. Gutter 


To return to Mr. Grafton’s facetious remark 
about the absence of “Republicans” in U.S. 
fiction. Mr. Grafton’s wisecrack has substance 
behind it, but the lesson to be derived from this 
substance is hardly what Mr. Grafton supposes. 
Since the rank and file of each major party is a 
cross-section of America, with good, bad and 
indifferent distributed among each in not too 
dissimilar patterns, it is obvious that Mr. Graf- 
ton is rot really talking about political labels. 
Indeed he proves as much when he indicates 
that our novelists prefer to concentrate on raf- 
fish or picturesque characters. In essence his 
observation boils down to this: our novelists no 
longer choose to write about Americans who 
enjoy their families or who take a pleasure in 
creating a business or who delight in painting a 
picture or molding a statue or indulging a hob- 
by. They no longer choose to write about people 
who try to achieve purposes either as indivi- 
duals or in society. ‘Almost universally our nov- 
elists divide into two categories: those who have 
deserted the present for cloak-sword-and-full- 
bosom re-creation of the distant past, and those 
who have dedicated themselves to careers of 
literary slumming. 

Slumming is, of course, justified just as long 
as slums exist. It is particularly justified when 
the novelist has come out of the slums to write 
about his own compelling background. But the 
tradition of slumming, if exploited as a mere 
convention, can end in sterility. Slumming be- 
ee as an effort to extend one’s sympathies, to 

learn how the other half lives so that one can 
help improve the general quality of life. But it 
ends all too frequently in disgust and weariness, 
and ina hatred for all life. 

This hatred is certainly not representative of 
the country. Americans maybe crude about 
their diversions, but as one watches them at 
beaches or skating rinks or ball parks or picnics 
—or even, for that matter, in factories and of- 
fices—they do not seem to be particularly dour. 
As for their joys, despite the ikinsey Report and 
the pamphlets of Alcoholics Anonymous, they 
are various. Some Americans even manage to 
go to church, not out of duty but out of desire. 
Yet to judge by books like The Naked and the 
Dead, Americans have only two diversions, li- 
quor and sex. And when they aren’t a-drinkin’ 
and a-hellin’ around they are talking about it 
with an obscenity that is utterly and hopelessly 
unimaginative and monotonous. 

Mr. Mailer’s novel is good, even excellent, of 
its kind. But it would never have been written 
that way if it were not for the obsessive literary 


convention that began with the slumming ex- 
cursions of Stephen Crane and Frank Norris 
and Jack London in the "90s and early 1900s. 
Although Norris and London were lusty fellows, 
their tradition degenerated in their own later 
works. In Martin Eden Jack London finally 
came to glorify suicide. His successors have 
pretty generally loathed life. They have concen- 
trated on the woes of the sharecroppers, the 
fantastic lusts of back-country crackers, the 
boredom of assemhly-line workers and the 
apathy of lint-heads in mill-town shacks. As for 
the convention in the theater, it is represented 
by Eugene O'Neill, to whom life has been a 
Freudian nightmare. 

The point is not that sharecroppers and lint- 
heads do not exist. Mr, Mailer’s Gallagher un- 
doubtedly has his prototype in South Boston; 
his Wilson is very probably drawn to the life 
from a character who grew up in Mobile or 
Memphis. But the Boston Irish are certain- 
ly far from being a statistical mass of Galla- 
ghers, and Southerners are hardly well repre- 
sented in their infinite variety by Wilson. 
The human race is still complex, and it is held 
together by a whole host of complex relation- 
ships hisliie Yo. the Basiness of the. novelist 
to explore, 


The Older Tradition 


Once upon a time we had a literary tradition 
which accepted life as infinitely variable and 
complex. In Nathaniel Hawthorne and in Henr: 
James, in William Dean Howells and in Marl 
Twain, in Willa Cather and in Edith Wharton, 
the human race bas many problems, many de- 
sires, many complexities and joys and sorrows. 
The old novelists accepted the career pursued 
by opera singers and bridge builders (see Willa 
Cather’s Song of the Larkand Alexander's Bridge.) 
They accepted the business man (Howells’ The 
Rise of Silas Lapham). They accepted dreaming 
boys (as in Huckleberry Finn) or conscience. 
troubled clerics (as in The Scarlet Letter). They 
had range, variety, depth and pace. 

The point has been made that modern life 
has been toned down by mechanization to the 
monotony and fear represented by the current 
brand of U.S. realism. But one hardly needs to 
wait upon a survey by Dr. Gallup to know that 
this does not comprise the whole truth, What 
we need is some novelist with the ability to 
transcend the slumming convention, to re- 
create the variety of America anew. He will 
need courage to defy a trend and return to a 
richer tradition, but if and when he comes he 
will find his audience ready-made.

On September 6 the vigorous old lady shown here bi- 
cycling around the palace grounds will celebrate her gold- 
en anniversary as Queen of the Netherlands. For the occa- 
sion the Dutch are planning festivities unmatched since 
Wilhelmina’s inauguration in 1898. The Golden Jubilee will 
be both hail and farewell, for Wilhelmina has decided that 
50 years is enough. On the anniversary she will abdicate in 
favor of her daughter Juliana, who was 39 on April 30. 

The Dutch court under Wilhelmina has always been con- 
servative (some have called it dull). But whatever it has 
lacked in glamour, it has more than made up in dignit 
and integrity and in sensitivity to the needs and desires of

the people. Wilhelmina has guided the Netherlands safely 
through European power politics and two world wars. She 
has dealt bluntly with kings and dictators and has led an 
inexorably simple life, grubbing about in her own garden 
and cycling on public roads in old and dowdy attire. 

In 1940 the Nazis came to Holland and the royal fami- 
ly fled on British destroyers to England to establish a gov- 
ernment-in-exile.

PHASE II AIR WAR

N the U.S., as in all democratic countries, military policy is decided 
I after alternative plans have been thrashed out in public discussion. This 

imposes a particular responsibility upon military men—the responsibility 
of seeing that the discussion is kept well-informed and realistic. Let us be- 
in by making an accurate estimate of what in military terms are called the 
“intentions and capabilities” of the Soviet Union—the only military power 
which may become our enemy in the foreseeable future. 

How soon will the ability to launch an atomic war be included among 
n ‘capabilities’? According to the President’s Air Policy Commis- 
sion, which under Chairman Thomas K, Finletter recently completed an 
exhaustive study of the American strategic situation as it relates to ai 
power, it would be “an unreasonable risk, rand therefore a reckless cours 
to assume that “other nations” (including of course the Russians) will not 
have atomic weapons in quantity by the end of 1952. We must therefore be 
braced against the possibility that in the near future—perhaps by the end 
of the next presidential term—we will cross the dividing line which sepa- 

rates Phase I and Phase II. 

What about probable Russian “intentions” in Phase II? What can we 
forecast of Russian strategy in the event of war? 

The available evidence—indications of current Soviet military thought, 
Russian military traditions and, finally, the logic of the Russian situation— 
suggests that if war should come in the near future the Russians would fight 
a fairly orthodox war. Their unexcelled assets are almost unlimited space 
and Manpower. Their foremost military thinkers still believe in massive 
armies and their heavy industry is organized primarily to supply that type 
of military establishment. In the past war their air forces were used chiefly 
to provide an umbrella of tactical air support over enormous ground armies, 
and much of their airpower is still designed for this purpose. 

But this does not mean that Russian commanders are oblivious of the 
strategic potentialities of airpower. There is reason to believe that their 
strategists are thinking hard and profoundly along much the same lines as

we are, but the programs they can realistically pr opose are necessarily re 
stricted by the limitations of their industrial system.

defense, and American industry will in due time provide the necessary ma- 
chines. Before the Russians can have airpower on the scale and in the broad 
variety known to us they must first build up their industrial potential. 

Therefore in order to make the most of what the reat quantity 

space and manpower—and at the same time seize some immediate ad- 
vantage from the air, Russian strategists appear to be working out a com- 
promise plan. While believing that a final decision would be determined by a 
struggle on the ground, they would probably begin with an initial strike in 
the pattern of strategic air warfare. They already have long-range bombers, 
the Tupolevs whicl hare modeled on our B-29s as noted in the previous 
article. They need only atomic bombs to be prepared to strike effectively. 

If war breaks out in Phase II, then, we must be prepared for the possibil- 
ity that the Russians would send against us a striking force of some hun- 
dreds of long-range bombers. It would no doubt be launched against us in 
secrecy and ' probably carry atomic bombs. It would issue in a | number of 
groups simultaneously from the east coast of Siberia and from the Mur- 
mansk tundra. Some would dart across the polar sea. And we must expect 
that many of the attackers would get through our defense: 

‘The last war taught us that a determined air attack alwa’ gets through. 
No American strategic bomber formation was ever turned back from its ob- 
jective by enemy action. Even on the October 14, 1943 Schweinfurt attack, 
relatively the costliest of our air battles, four fifths of the raiding force 
reached the target area. 

Who can doubt the destruction and chaos that an enemy could bring us 
through the air? Certainly many of our major industrial centers, aircraft 
and atomic bomb plants would be hard hit. To destroy particularly difficult 
and important targets, airborne commandos skilled in demolition methods 
might be dropped by parachute. In effect the enemy would seek to strike

The pictureis forbidding enough, but Iagree with those who main- 
tain that such an attack would not be decisive. The U.S. industrial 
capacity is too big to be permanently destroyed by a single attack. 
To exploit the advantage of an initial air strike an enemy would 
have to follow up with a determined effort to obtain supremacy in 
the air over the U.S., which must be the goal of strategic air war- 
fare for any nation which hopes to conquer us. This, in my opinion, 
will be beyond Soviet capabilities for some time to come. 

Nevertheless a flash blow, even if only moderately successful, 
would handicap us in the gigantic tasks of supporting overseas al- 
lies, setting up new outlying bases and maintaining old ones. More 
important, the Russians could move their ground forces without 
much interference from us; they could expand their buffer space 
and seize those areas we ourselves would need for forward bases 
for our airpower. 

In the past the Russians used their vast space to weaken invad- 
ing armies; their strategy was to retreat and lure the enemy to de- 
struction at the end of overextended supply lines. In the Air Age 
they can employ the concept of space as a weapon against superior

Thus the Kremlin strategists would draw space around Russia 
like a shawl. The flash attack upon the U.S. must be understood as 
essentially a preventive measure aimed at impeding the develop- 
ment of an American counteroffensive. Thereafter the Soviet 
ground forces would be the principal instrument. It is taken for 
granted that the Russian leaders would immediately order the 
Soviet Army to push westward in Europe—to attempt to add West- 
ern Europe’s industrial skills and capacity to their own. At the 
same time they would move to cut us off from vital raw materials 
in the Middle East, China and elsewhere. 


The facts of economic warfare 


'N the last war Japan’s capture of the rubber and tin of Malaya 

and the Dutch East Indies brought home to Americans the 
hard facts of economic warfare. Now, as we add up the cost to the 
U.S. of being an arsenal of democracy in a global war, we discover 
that our natural wealth is greatly depleted. War gouged deep into 
our iron-ore reserves.

The Navy-Air Force argument 


ERE we come to the crux of the airman’s difference with the 

Navy. When airplanes could not cross the ocean spaces with 
an effective bomb load, the Navy, naturally but illogically, came 
to think of the ocean air spaces as its own special province. Indi 
only 10 years ago the only long-range bomber force on the Atlant 
coast—part of the Army Air Corps—was forbidden to operate, 
even for training purposes, more then 100 miles offshore. 

The instant the land-based bomber was able to cross the oceans 
any justification for making the shore line the dividing line be- 
tween Air Force and Navy jurisdiction over airpower should have 
disappeared. What happened instead becomes apparent when one 
looks at the current naval attitude on airpower. From opposing 
the long-range bomber, on the ground that it was strategicall: 
unimportant, the Navy is now feyerishly engaged in developing 
its own ocean-based counterpart. In fact the new 65,000-ton 
carrier, far from being designed for the traditional Navy role of 
control of the seas, appears to be merely a highly vulnerable ocean 
platform for the launching of a few bombers against enemy 
industrial centers, 

Airpower has thus made its final convert. The long-standing 
conflict between the Navy and the airmen, which began as a debate 
hetween airpower and seapower, has devolved into a jurisdictional 
dispute within the department of defense over splitting up the 
nation’s total airpower. In effect the Navy is attempting to create 
a second air force. 

‘The idiosyncrasies. of military accounting make it impossible to 
obtain more’ than a rough estimate of the total cost of U.S. airpower. 
If this year’s appropriations for the Air Force are added to what 
the Navy will probably spend on aviation, the figure is on the order 
of $8 billion, or more than half of the national defense budget. 

When so much remains to be done to provide a truly balanced 
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nilitary structure around the core of one air force, can the country 
ford two? This is perhaps the most vital question which must be 
inswered if the American people are to have maximum defense for 
he money spent. 

The penalty of duplication does not stop at the dollar cost nor 
he cost to our diminishing natural resources. In a period when 
vents demand a dynamically progressive unification of the armed 
orces, competition between the two services makes for a debilitat- 
ng divergence of effort. If we should one day be rushed by an ene- 

y who had farsightedly put his airpower under centralized direc- 
ion, this disunity might well bring us to military disasters that 
vould make Pearl Harbor seem insignificant. 

The seeds of the trouble lie partly in the professional military 
nan’s education, Since their founding, the military services of the 

.S. have cherished their separate traditions and have operated 
vith respect to each other in that spirit of competitive rivalry 
vhich is inherent in the American character. But in our military 
‘stablishment the cold disciplines of science and technology today 
lemand a corporate detachment and an imperviousness to any 
entiment except devotion to the national interest. 

If we cannot bring ourselves to resolve the conflict and achieve 
rue unification, then Phase II warfare might put a period to the 
rgument—the period of catastrophe. 


What we need for defense 


IHE second rule of security—that control of the air over our 

continent must be held by ourselves and by friendly powers 
—is valid even though one accepts the proposition that we cannot 
ntirely ward off an air attack. A good defense organization could 
ninimize the effectiveness of a raid and to this extent help deter- 
nine the course of war. 

The defense forces we need will total well over 1,000 fighter planes, 
equiring many thousands of men in crews and service units. Their 

fectiveness in turn will depend upon a radar network of conti- 
iental scope. Such a ebwork system, comprising several hundred 
tations, is now in preparation. When coupled with Canada’s radar 
1etwork it will provide a warning system extending in depth from 
he Arctic approaches to the oil fields of Texas. 

Yet this is only the beginning of the measures to be taken for de- 
ense. We must remember that Germany, at the height of the Al- 
ied air offensive, was forced to employ something like one million 
nen and women in ground defenses of one kind or another ranging 
rom antiaircraft batteries to panic prevention groups. 

The third rule of security—maintenance of a counteroffensive 
orce—means that our air fleet must be kept modernized and at 
ull strength. 

I have already stated my opinion that such caution as Russian 
yolicy may have revealed in Europe arises primarily from the So- 
et fear of the combined air strength of the Western nations. Air- 
yower alone makes our present position in Berlin at all tenable. 
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Remove the Western air forces and the atomic bomb from the 
scales of military power and almost nothing remains to balance 
Russia’s military weight in Europe. However if at some point dur- 
ing Phase II our air force ceases to overawe, then war may break 
out. If that happens we must be prepared not only instantly to 
counter the opening flash blow against us with at least an equally 
stunning blow, but also to follow with a decisive strategic air at-

Russia from our own hemisphere if we refueled the combat- 
loaded bombers in the air from tanker planes, thus enabling them 
to return to their home bases after hitting their targets or continue 
on to other areas under friendly control. But we must still count on 
moving our airpower into forward-base areas for the decisive ac- 
tion, Only from forward air bases could the mass of American air 
strength, including fighters, gain control of the enemy air space 
And not until we have won this control could we be absolutely sure 
of the outcome of a war. Once such air supremacy is ours, however, 
vietory would be assured, for no nation can long survive the free 
xploitation of its air spaces by an enemy. 

Airpower alone could not seize the bases necessary to the develop- 
ment of the decisive attacks—airpower alone could not hold them. 
Only ground and sea forces, in combination with air forces, could 
secure, hold and support the bases we would need. Therefore at least 
as long as Phase II Jasts, ground and sea forces remain indispensable 
supporting instruments in the struggle for mastery of the air. 

In th rrent period of cold war, air bases have the same stra 
tegic significance that naval bases had in the last century. British 
Jomination of the seas in the age of steam derived its flexibility 
from the chain of bases and co: ling stations linked together across 
the seven seas. Clearly if the U.S. in this era of international fric- 
tion is to be able to bring into play its potential airpower, it must 
construct a similar global framework of bases. The American citi- 
zen will certainly not sanction a base-collecting program in the 
spirit of 19th Century imperialism. Yet world peace, no less than 
our own security, demands that American diplomacy find without 
delay some formula acceptable to the world community which will 
allow American airpower access to essential hase areas. Some may

There is another point to be made about the nature of Phase II 
air war. Our primary targets in Russia would of course be their 
major industrial centers, just as the Russians would first seek to| 
paralyze our industrial centers. The very nature of the Russian| 
industrial system, developed entirely under state planning and] 
with the contingency of war uppermost in the minds of the plan- 
ners, would help us considerably. The Five-Year Plans have heen| 
placing much of the new heavy industries behind the Urals [see| 
map in Lire last week]. Here, it was thought by the Soviet plan- 
ners, the old factor of space would shield them from attack. 

But space is no longer an effective shield. Now an attacker would! 
not have to plod laboriously and bloodily along the Minsk-Smo- 
lensk-Moscow road to strike at the Russian vitals. The air offers a| 
direct, operationally feasible route for a determined attacker to} 
knock out the industries that it has cost the Russians so much to 
create. 

No one has become more acutely conscious of this than the Rus- 
sian strategists. Iron and steel plants for example, which were once| 
concentrated in a few major producing areas, have now been well 
dispersed. But the demands of the past war and of subsequent} 
peacetime economic pressures have brought about an increasing de- 
gree of concentration in the Russian machine-tool industry and to 
acertain extent in the auto industry as well—a concentration which 
the Russians themselves lament. It is possible that other industrial 
facilities, of equal or perhaps greater significance as air targets, 
would prove to be inadequately dispersed in the event of war. 


The evils of centralized planning 


IHE Russian industrial system suffers also from concentration 

of another kind. The Russian aircraft industry has been well 
dispersed throughout the country, but the individual airframe 
factory usualy performs in one spot all the operations which, in 
the case of a U.S. firm, would be subcontracted to a great number of | 
major and minor manufacturers located elsewhere. Thus an effec- 
tive raid on a Russian aircraft production center would do more 
damage and keep plane production down longer than a raid on a 
similar U.S. plant. 

Our free enterprise system, in other words, seeking efficiency 
through decentralization, has innocently achieved a far more effec- 
tive dispersal of industrial machinery throughout the nation than 
the plan-bound Russian state machinery. How far decentralization 
has progressed in the U.S. may be judged from the fact that more 
than 50,000 companies were listed as essential war industries in the 
WPB Controlled Materials Plan. 

So in the first trading of blows we would theoretically have a 
better chance to deliver the more devastating, if not the mortal, 
blow. This initial advantage should be of great help in carrying us 
to final victory. 

On the whole, therefore, our prospects of surviving a war in 
Phase II as a free nation are goo Ei hweiathersy scrupulously to 
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the four rules of security imposed upon us by the principles of 
strategic air warfare. 


Ttig much more diffeult 10 conjecture about a war in Phase IIL, 


This phase will be marked by the introduction of truly inter- 
continental air weapons. One such weapon might be a transoceanic 
guided missile equipped with an atomic warhead. Another could be 
a supersonic bomber with a range that would permit it to take off 
from a home base in the continental U.S., fly to any point in the 
world to bomb its target and return. Both appear to be quite within 
engineering feasibility, provided immense outlays for further re- 
search continue to be made available. 

With the development of supersonic l 
our dependence on outer bases would largely disapp imultane- 
ously the strain upon our diplomacy would lessen. Since war could 
then be waged against any part of the world from our own hem- 
isphere, overseas logistics problems would evaporate, and our mili- 
tary interests in the outer world might be confined to raw materials. 

Fascinated by the vistas of sheer mechanical efficienc y opened 
up by intercontinental war, some thinkers argue that we can ignore 
the defense measures necessary for Phase I and Phase II and con- 
centrate our inventive and technical resources upon the develop- 
ment of global bombers, guided missil nic range and 
other Welleian, Phase IIT paraphernalia. But this is a d 
argument. A potential enemy might find Phase II, or even Phase I,

A multiplier of destruction 


ORE than 40,000 people were kille 

on Hamburg in July and A 
1945 attack on Tokyo 125,000 people perished and 75,000 more were 
rendered home 1a single night by some 3,000 men in onl: 
airplanes. Three attacks within 15 hours wiped out Dre: 
buried perhaps 60,000 in its ruins. These terrifying magnitudes of 
destruction were brought about by airpower with only the conven- 
tional high explosive bomb. 

The destructive power of the present atomic bomb, measured by 
military standards, has been ex: ted by laymen. Yet the fact 
remains that it injects a multiplier of destruction into the effective- 
ness of each bomber on the order of hundreds to one. Wars that 
might otherwise last years may be ended in weeks, perhaps days. 
And campaigns that would otherwise cost the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers and sailors may now be the work of a few 
hours by a few men. Much that would have been impossible be- 
comes possible with the atomic bomb. 

What poten or, with the world to win, would pass up 
such a weapon? only realist nswer, I think, is that the bomb 
would be used. 

Where, then, do we stand? 

In Phase I—from now until approximately the end of 1 
have nothing to fear except the lity of a war which, given res- 
olution and faith, we would win. Lacking lequate str 
force, the Rus uld not hurt us fatally, while we could carry 
the war to any part of their country, though not without difficulty 
and at great cost. 

In Phase II, when the Russians have th 
a moderately efficient long-range air force, they would certainly be 
ina position to hit us hard, if so disposed. But if we can count upon 
a system of outer bases our airpower would be decisive in the end 
result. 

Phase III? Here we reach the period of imponderabl 
in which military defense measures may become meanin, 
understand why this is so we need to look back at the road we have 
traveled. 

During World War I each side inflicted ad valling human slaugh- 
ter on the other. The world neverthel 1, with a speed 
that now seems incredible. But World War il has left the Germans 
wandering numb and despairing among the rusting wreckage of 
what was once Europe’s greatest industrial system.

waged by airpower and with unconditional surrender as the poli- 
tical formula. In the last war we smashed not merely military ma- 
chines but entire economies. So far-reaching was the devastation 
that when the shooting was over we were obliged, in the interest 
of reviving the minimum conditions of international stability, to 
start pouring out billions of dollars to restore the productive capa- 
city we had just spent billions to destroy. 

‘The destructiveness of a Phase II war would dwarf anything yet 
seen. And a push-button war in Phase III might end in the obliter- 
ation of both sides, “victor” and “defeated” alike. 

To the present postwar crisis we Americans, with our unmatched 
airpower and our policy of unconditional surrender, have been 
heavy, if unwitting, contributors. In Germany we ruined an in- 
dustrial and commercial complex that must be rebuilt if Europe is 
ever to stand on its own feet again. In Japan we persisted in carry- 
ing the war to the home cities of an already beaten enemy. Yet 
powerful groups in both countries had long before the end recog- 
nized that their war was lost. Had we been able to solve this basic 
human problem, which lay in the realm of polities, the war might 
have been brought to a satisfactory end before both countries had 
been hammered to almost irretrievable ruin. 

This human, political problem is still with us. We can look to 
military measures for our security in Phase I, and probably in 
Phase IT. Assuming that we keep our present lead in technical skill 
and in industrial equipment, we may expect with some assurance 
that even a Phase III war would find us the “victor.” But what 
sort of victory would it be, and what would be its rewards, if it 
required the destruction of half the world? 

Jemenceau once said that the conduct of war is too serious to 
be entrusted to generals. The airman at this stage might ask: Are 
wars not also too serious for politicians? Knowing the unlimited 
destructive power of a modern industrial state, we must think of 
our military might as a necessary but no more than temporary 
prop to our civilization. 

When the statesmen of the world have perfected some political 
formula for replacing war between nations, we will no longer have 
to maintain the most powerful air force in the world. And unless 
the good society is able to produce such a political formula an 
atomic war may end in the most tragic of paradoxes: the good 
society, in attempting to destroy evil, may destroy itself.
